Alderman Fraser was asked to ad- 
dress the Commission on the navi- 
gation of the Saskatchewun. He re- 
ferred to tne time when some twen- 
ty-eight years ago ‘he was on the 
Hudson’s Gay steamer running from 
here to Prince Albert, and the great- 
est difficulty was in encountering} 
boulders. ‘He referred to che old 
steamer North-West which was 210 
feet tong with 28 foot beam, she car- 
ried S0U tons drawing 31-2 feet of 
water. There was Oily one rapid be- 
tween here and Prince Albert. He 
mentioned the Alberta which came 
up from Prince Albert this summer. 


He thought navigaition would be 
practical trom May 20th uniil about 
September Ist. Improvement of the 
river would fengthen the time of 
Be aia materially. 

R. osher, mate of the Alberta, 
described his boat as 150 feet long, | 
32 foot beam. At 10 tons of a load 
she drew 21-2 feet of waiter, He 


said there were several shaliow places 
and many targe bouiders made navi- 
gation dangerous and almost impos- 
sible.

of the use of the mpney he has in- 
vested in the wheat znd the cost of 
manufactaring it into flour. Besides 
this, the flour will net be as good as 
if made frem old wheat, for the sim- 
ple reason that the wheat has not 
gone through the sweat, and, to a 
certaim extent the sweating will take 
place in the flour greatly to its detri- 
ment. t am thoroughly convineed 
that flour made from old wheat will 


give better satisfaction six weeks 
after being ground, than will that 
from new wheat  threshed out of 
shock in six months after being 
ground. : 

As suggested to keep the flour six 
months after grinding ‘from new 


wheat is one way to Satisfy the trade. 
The next is to have sufficient storage 
room to store enough old wheat 
to supply the trade with old wheag 
flour until the new is fit to grind. 
Do not imagine that consumers are 
cranks and do not know what they 
are talking about when they Say they 
messt have old wheat flour. :
